Be it ordained by the Board of Caunty Com- 
missioners of Washoe county. Kevada 


SKOrlOf 1—That for the purpose of llghtiag 
the streets, alleys and public grounds and 
places of Beuo, Washoe county, Nevada, and 
the business and private houses therein with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby given 3 L Stevenson, of Reno, his 
heirs and assigns, to use tue streets and alleys 
for the purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lamps and. other appliances necessary to gen- 
eral* and convey, and ue* electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, and tho maintenance 
and repairs thereof, for a period of to years 
provided, that no poles or appliances shall be 
10 placed, connected therewith, aa t* mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalk*, streets 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that no main wire, on the principal streets 
.ball be lower than twenty feet from said 
street*. 
Sco-riOH 2—Vhat th* above authority and 
permission is given In consideration of and 
upon tbe condition that the said J. L Steven- 
ion, hia beira or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing aa electric current for 
tbe purpose of furnishing electric light* ia 
the bualnese portions of Bono, within, aix 
months from the date hereof, Oct 4,1889, and 
shall bave said plant ia operation within 13 
months from tae date hereot.and should the 
•aid J. L. Sterenaen. hi. beirs or assigns, fail 
to comply with the foregoing conditions, then 
thl« Ordinance shall be void. 


SECTION a—Thia Ordinance shall take effect 
and be in force from the earliestperlodallowed 
by law.

It his used th* 
entire power of the Administration to destroy 
silver as money, and by a refusal to execute 
th* law aad pay out silver for Government 
dues has kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced th* price of 
silver *inoe the inauguration of President 
OlevelanU more than fifteen per cent 
It has 
closed many ef our silver miues, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out of employ- 
ment 


III. 


We favor a tariff upon the Imported products 


of low priced forngn luboi, so aa to protect 
the interests of American wage workers, and 
for the development of Americsn industries 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of the present tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behalf of oui woo! growing interests a 
restoratioi of the wool tariff of ISfal, and w* 
denounce th* recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in th* National House of Kepresonta- 
tivus to pass the Mo uson bill reducing the 
tariff on the products oi urn mines aud placing 
wool on th« tree list 


IV. 


We believa in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed touon resident aliens 
becoming landowners Ihe public domain 
should be reserved as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation oi large tracts 
or bodies of land in tho hands of corporations 
or individuals should b« discouraged, and in 
tho case of laud grants to railroad corporations 
where th* corporations have failed to ccmply 
with the conditions of the grants th« land 
should bo forfeited to the General Government, 
aad held for the benefit of actual settUra.

We favor the intelligent organization of la- 


boi for such worthy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the i rotection of their interests 
in all things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial welfare ef the country, and we 
favor the enactment oi State and National 
laws providing lor the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods of voluntary arbitration, 01 by the 
establishment of courts of coaciliation, which 
will avoid the wibtft, loss and ill feeling re- 
sulting from strikes and look-outs, and the 
usual expensa oi litigation

We denounce the action ef the Democratic 
House of Representatives at ita last session in
